Caterpillar. Tracks Drag Vessel 
Through Shallows. : 


St. Louts.—Secrets of a new kind 
of boat that has. power {to move on 
dry land like a war-time tank were 
revealed trere.’ ; : 

Its motive power is a pair of cater- 
pillar tractor tracks, ‘that rin bépéath 
the bottom of the vessel. [t will not

The movitig tfacks run one under 
each side of a iiearly flat bottom, and 


each oné-has*its own power plant. : 


The craft ‘are rudderfess, for they 
steer by the tracks like land tanks, 
and turn around in their own lengths 
Their speed is ‘ight to nine miles an 
hour and six miles with a tow. 

The tracks are endless belts of flex- 
ible steel, that. rise above water level 
to re-enter the boat through tunnels 
running the length of the hull on each 
side. Automatic doors close the ends 
of the tunnel, except to the moving 
tracks, 

Like duck. feet, these new fashioned 
boat pedals have to be webbed to grip 
the water. The webs are ‘flat steel 
plates, two feet wide and a foot deep, 
fastened to the tracks so as to extend 
vertically downward into the water.

‘-London.—An army of men who 
have been working tor years under 
the strictest- oaths of secrecy are now 
completing the new vaults for the 
Bank of England. They have trans 
formed them into a veritable fortress 
of steel and stone, a $25,000.000 castle 
which will be able to defy any attack. 

Bombs will he 
useless and underground tunnels will 
meet with impenetrable barriers. 

As for attempts on the ground. en 
gineers estimate it would take weeks 
or hard work with dynamite and oxy- 
acetylene torches even to damage the 
huge steel doors which lead to the 
vanits.

SCHEME IN CAPITAL 


Pool Is Based Sti Weather 
Bureau Reports. 


Washington.—Daily temperatures of 
the United States weather bureau 
have been revealed as the newest ve- 
hicle for targe-scale gambling opera- 
tions tn the Capital, backed by the 
operators of the “numbers” game, 
whogeactivities, confined to the daily 
report of the New York clearing 
house, have been badly crippled by the 
campaign recently undertaken by the 
United States ‘attarney’s office. 

Through the scores of runners, who 
have been collecting the bets and at- 
tending to the pay offs for the back- 


‘ers of the clearing house “numbers” 


game, went the word recently that a 
new pool, based on the weather ré-_ 
port, would be started and offers were 
made of prizes ranging from $500 to 
a few cents for the winners in the 
pool. An outlay of 60 cents for a 
week’s play was all that was asked. 
Like Basebalt Pool. 

Resembling more the baseball pool 
gambling that floyrished here until. the 
“numbers” game came into tremen- 
dous vogue with the gambling frater- 
nity, the weather report gambling was 
reported in sporting circles to have 
already caught the fancy of many of 
the small sum wagerers, who have 
been the principal clients of the “num. 
bers” operators during the brief pop- 
ularity that form of gambling has 
enjoyed here. 

According to one runner, the back- 
ers of the weather report gambling 
will take almost any sort of bet on 
the temperatures nas issued to the 
newspapers by the weather bureau. 
They advertise a wide range of con- 
binations of figures available for the 
gambler to place his money on, and 
promise to. pay handsomely to the 
winner in regularly worked out sys- 
tems similar to those instituted in the 
“numbers” game. 

At the weather bureau it was stated 
that this form of gambling is not a 
new one except as it concerns. the 


Capital. 
“We have had considerable trouble 
in several cities, especially in St. 


Louis, which seems to be the center 


of this form of gambling, where at- 


tempts have been made to bribe offi- 
cials of the weather bureau to issue 
false temperature reports,” William 
Weber, chief clerk of the bureau, de- 
clared. 

Attempts at Bribery 

Mr. Weber declared that in some 
cities bribes runhing as high as $1,- 
000 have been offered weather bureau 
officials for the issuance of false fig- 
ures supplied by -persons anxious to 
make a killing in the weather report 
gambling. 

In St. Louis, he said, the situation 
was such that the bureau made agree- 
ments with newspapers that the latter 
were not to accept any reports from 
the weather bureau that showed signs 
of erasurcs. Tumpering with the tem. 
pernture figures while they were en 
route from the bureau to the news- 
paper offices in the hands of copy boys 
had heen uncovered from time to time.

PLAN U. S. CENTER 
FOR PSYCHOLOGY 


Laboratory to Be Like Bureau 
of Standards. 


Washington.—The first step toward 
estublishment in Washington of a na- 
tional research center for problems in 
human and animal psychology, com- 
parable in some ways to the bureau 
éf standards, has been taken by the 
incorporation here of the National In- 
stitute of Psychology, whose member. 
ship. includes 50 of the foremost Amer- 
lean experimental psychologists. 

The ineorporators are Prof. Knight 
Dunlap, head of the psychology de 
partment of Johns Hopkins university 


and until a few weeks ago of the 
division of psychology and anthropol- 
ogy of the national research council; 
Dr. Hugh S. Cumming, surgeon gen- 
eral of the United ~ States Public 
Health service, and Dr. Edwin £, Slos- 
son, The charter authorizes it to 
“promote the application of scientific 
facts and principles to human and anl- 
mal life and welfare.” ‘ 

The intent, as described by Profes- 
sor Duniap, .is to found “a national 
psychological laboratory, similar ‘in 
some of its functions to the bureau of 
standards, but not under federal con- 
trol. Such a laboratory can be under 
a relatively permanent director and 
can undertake programs of research 
too lengthy, expensive and complica:- 
ed for-other institutions. 7 

“In such a laboratory truly co-oper- 
ative results of the highest value can 
be obtained.. Men working in other 
laboratories. on details of the prob- 
lems undertaken in the national lab- 
oratory could arrange to transfer their 
work there during leave of absénce, 
or in summers, 

“Work done here can he subjected 


to ctiticism while in progress, instead 


of afterward, and the co-operative 
method can insure greater certainty 
as to conditions, Such a national lab- 
oratory will be of really tnestimable 
advantage to psychology, not only he. 
cause of its availability for the solu- 
tion of problems unwieldy elsewhere, 
but because standards of research may 
be elevated.” : 
The selection of a site in Washing- 
ton or its environs, Professor Dunlap 
said, must be undertaken with great 
care. The taboratories must be fp 
some plsce free from noise, vibrations 
and electrical disturbances of the city 
becuuse of the extreme delicacy of the 
instruments used in some experiments. 
The institute wants to locate ia 
Washington, Professor Dunlap sald, 
because the National Capital ts close 
to the geographic center of scientific 
America and because of the excep- 
tional facilities for research here,

The most important feature of the 
evening collections on view in the 
shops is the migration of the waist- 
line to a point that was formerly 
away uptown, says a fashion writer tn 
the New York World. A few houses, 
notably Molyneux and Lanvin, have 
dodged the issue by means of broad 
bands which touch, at either extremity, 
the old waistline and the new, but 
most of the couturiers have followed 
Patou's fearless course. 

In the matter of length there fs less 
agreement. The majority. of the im- 
portant houses favor a soupcon of a 
train, which may belong to the fish- 
tail, pigeon-tail or oval variety, but it 
is far more apt to float than to drag, 
in any case. Only the extreme gowns 
have authentic trains that could ap- 
pear at St. James’ and even these 
manage the trick by means of a few 
slender strips ‘that trail behind the 
rest of the dress, 

The hemlines are close to the floor 
at all points, except in the models 
from a very few houses which follow 
their own instinct with a dogged per- 
pence. Augustabernard, for instance, 
refuses to lower the front hem by 
more than a niggardly inch or two, 
and makes up for this by an excessive 
droop at both sides, 

The decollete in most cases consists 
of a very deep V, varied occasionally 
by the Callot neck treatment, which 
resembles a hammock slung from 
shoulder to shoulder. Occasionally a 
decolletage of untoward depth is con- 
cealed beneath a single transparent 
layer of the fabric, and in the dinner 
dress type this idea occurs very fre- 
quently, supplemented by sheer sleeves 
that would not conceal even a vac. 
cination mark. 

Among the fabrics, velvet of the 
chiffon, transparent or panne type, 
seems the favorite, although there Is 
much georgette and quanfities of lame 
and chiffon. Some printed chiffons 
and taffetas appear, especially with 
large floral patterns on a dark ground, 
but no one seems greatly elated when 
they march into the room. 

Lace With Velvet. 


There is lots of cire lace, some chan- 
tilly and much tulle, particularly in 
combination with matching velvet. 
Wide meshed net, called jersey tulle, 
is used for many of the black gowns, 
especially by Lelong, and Chantilly 
lace appears in several important 
Chanel models, , ‘ 

After this peuetrating survey it fs 
high time to get on with the individual 
models. Among the smaller houses, 
Ardanse has sent over some of the 
most unmistakable and charming crea- 
tions of the season, One of her fa- 
vorite ideas is to load a simple gown 
with several inches of rhinestones at 
a strategic point, and this tendency, in 
view of the great rage for Rue de la 
Paix crystal jewelry, seems a sound 
one. _

F YOU board a “wind jammer” at 

Valparaiso, Chile, and sail almost 

due west, on the eighth day out. 

you will sight an fsland that has 
been read about by more people than 
has any other Httle island in the 
world. It is Juan Fernandez, Rob- 
inson Crusoe’s Isle. 

Strangely beautiful ts this fsland. , 
Climbing 8,000 feet up from the sea, - 
its woody ridges lie wreathed In fan- 
tastlc lacy patterns of silvery fog. As _ 
one rows ashore, the landscape rolls . 
down like some giant theater’s drop 
curtain, its green ferns, forests and 
streams painted by nature's own | 
hand. 

Now, where Crusoe hunted, hud-’ 
dles a hamlet of Chilean fisher, folk, 
with the boats and sheds of a lobster- 
catching industry. Delicate, delicions 
lobsters they are, but the men who 
catch them will clamber over a whole 
boatload to quarrel about a can of 
American salmon! ; 

Mas-a-Tierra (Landward) fs the' 
correct name of this island on which 
Alexander Selkirk, reputed hero of 
Defoe’s romance, was put ashore. 

Near by is Santa Clara, or Goat fs- 
land, and about 100 miles westward 
Mes Mas-a-Fuera, or Further Out is- 
land. These three form the Juan 
Fernandez group, named after the 
Spaniard who discovered them in 
1563. Now they belong to Chile—in 
law; but in imagination every school ° 
boy on earth claims a proprietary in- 
terest here. 

High up the side of Mas-a-Tierra’ 
stands a tablet which reads: 


In Memory 
of 
Alexander Selkirk, 
Mariner, 


A native of Largo, In the county 
of Fife, Scotland, who lived on this 
island in complete solitude for four 
years and four months, He was 
landed from the Cinque Ports ga)- 
ley, 96 tons, 16 guns, A. BD. 1704. 
and was taken off in the Duke, pri- 
vateer, 12th Feb. 1709. He died 
Lieutenant of H. M. S. Weymouth 
4. D. 1723, aged 47 years, This tab- 
let is erected near Selkirk’s lookout. 
by Commodore Powell and the offi- 
ters of H. M. S. Topaze, A, D. 1868. 


To day on fhis island one hears 
youch talk about tobsters, but little of 
Robinson Crusoe. The easy-going. 
Spanish-speaking inhabitants, shut off 
from the world and the scores of books 
describing their island, do not sus- 
pect how famous it is. Nearly all its 
287 people make a living in the lob- 
ster trade. ‘ 

Huge Lobster Industry. 

Here ts one of the most extraordl- 
nary shellfish industries In the world. 
In one year 80,000 or more lobsters 
are caught, not counting the small 
ones thrown back. Time was when 
these creatures swarmed the shores 


in such armies that fhe islanders had- 


only to strew bite of meat along the 
beach, then walk about with a stick 
and tip the lobsters over on. their 
backs. 

Due to wise conservation methods 
of the Chilean government, — island 
waters still abound with lobsters; but 
now they are caught with hoop nets 
set off shore and baited with stale fish. 
The fishermen go out, long before 
dawn to tend the traps. Over a char. 
coal stove astern they: make coffee ahd 
brofl fish for breakfast, but nobody 
ever eats a lobster. . 

To keep the catch alive, buckets of 
Sea, water are dashed Over. the crawl- 
ing creatures and a@ tarpaulin is used 
to shade them from the sun, No lob- 
ster remains tong in good hedith and 
spirits Gut of salt water. Sox usually 
within 24 hours after catchigg them, 
the Crusoe island fishermen tey to get 
their lobsters to port’ and: into the 
“live cars." These are scows made of 
slats, floating half-submerged in’ Cum-

Besides wild goat shooting, fishing 
around the island’s rocky shores af- 
fords all the amazing luck that an- 
glers’’ tales are spun from. Here are |. 
the big-morays, or wolf fish, fierce and 
voracious; then the fighting vidriola, 
or what’ wé would call amber jacks, 
or yellowtail, which occur all up this 
coast. Around Juan Fernandez the 
latter often weigh 100 pounds or more. 

Many. kinds of sea bass also abound, 
with no end of delicate pan fish—the 
furel, corbina, weakfish or croaker, the 
pampanito and palometa, the smelt, 
the jerguilla. Here, too, the flying fish 
is eaten, 

Storehouse of Fiction. 

There is probably more excuse for 
fiction about Juan Fernandez than 
about any other place its size on earth. 
For 860 years pirates, earthquakes, 
whalers, penal colonies, battle,-and po-_ 
litical stormis have swept this. now 
calm apd dreamy tsland. In the hilt 
side above Curthberland ‘Dily’ One sees 
the tiers of cells, like the Raman -eat- 
acombs, dug to hold. prisoners when 
Chile used the island asa penal col- 
ony. Out in the harbor Hes the hulk . 
of the German cruiser Dresden, sunk 
during the World war. 

Once vast packs of sea lions haunted 
the island rocks. Anson, English buc- 
caneer, wrote home that there were 
so mary of these creatures here that 
he couldn’t move.a ship’s boat with- 
out putting a man in her bows with 
an oar to drive then? aside... “Traders 
slew them for oil, and wild dogs killed 
their younz on the beaches; so ncw 
the sea lions seldom frequent thege 
waters, — 

To kill off the wild goats, and thus 
cut off the fresh meat supply for the 
English and Dutch piratés who plagued 
the coast, Spanish rulers of Chile long 
ago sent bands of dogs to this island; 
but the plan failed. The dogs couldn't 
catch the goats among the rocks. 

There may be buried pirate chests 
on this island. Quien = sabe? But 
priceless treasure, indeed, was left by 
Anson and other early explorers. They 
planted vegetables and fruit seeds, and 
let loose pigs, cows and horses, 

It was an unwritten law, tradition 
says, that every ship calling here in 


or buccaneer, should leave animals or 
plants, and thus help stock the island 
.for the common good. In consequence 
the variety of useful plant life here is 
unparalleled in the Pacific. Cows, 
pigs and horses .are plentiful also. 
Boys chase wild horses around the 
grassy canyons where Crusoe and Pee 
day hunted goats. 

In a single garden, a spot of eas: 
sling beauty, belonging to a French- 
‘man shipwrecked here more than thir. 
ty years ago, fs an astounding group-. 
ing of exotic and native plants and 
.trees. Here grew, among other things, 
the botanically famous chonta palm, 
of which highly polished walking 
sticks are made. The creamy-white 
wood feels like satin and is marked 
with glistening black lines, 


Many Wrecks on its Shores. 

Far up the moist island slopes are 
giant green ferns, bizarre and out- 
landish, like the funtastic plant life 
pictured to us as shading the earth 
in the time of mud and reptiles. Ex- 
cept where trails have been cut on 
fires have burnt them off, these ferns 
are so big and thick that It is hard to” 
“walk among them, 

Jugn‘ Fernandez has a few good 
“beacfies, but .mostly its shores are 
Procky, rough, or steep, with swift’ cur- 
‘rents‘whirling past towering volcanic 
cliffs, -Many a stout ship has .piled 
up here as can be seen from moss- 
‘grown remains of forgotten wrecks.
